Experts Will Prepare 
Model Safety Code 


With the purpose of preparing 
a draft model safety code for the 
world's factories, industrial safety 


experts from seven countries of the 
International Labour Office’s Cor- 
respondence Committee on Acci- 
dent Prevention, began a two week 
session today in Montreal. 


Work on the code, which was be- 
gun last February, will be con- 
tinued early next year, after which 
it will be submitted to a meeting 
of Government, employer and 
labour representatives from mem- 
bers of the ILO. Then the code 
will be presented to the Interna- 
tional Labour Conference, to be 
adopted as a Convention. On rati- 
fication a country will obligate it- 
self to observe the safcty standards 
enumerated.

Neurological Institute Boasts 
‘Unequalled” Research Facilities 





“Forgotten” Departments of Neurology and Neuro- 
surgery Conduct Graduate and Undergraduate 
Teaching in Faculty of Medicine

Situated on University Street {mind us that a hospital is not mere- 


adjacent to the pathological In- 
stitute stands a McGill building, 
actively connected with the uni- 
versity, but seldom associated with 
it, This is the Neurological In- 
stitute, 

Built in 1934, it is composed es- 
sentially of the University depart- 
ment of Neurology and Neurosur- 
gery, which conducts both under- 
graduate and graduate teaching in 
the Faculty of Medicine, But the 
hospital and its many patients are 
under the administration of the 
Royal Victoria Hospital. Research 
facilities and equipment for the 
medical and surgical treatment of 
the disorders of the nervous sys- 
tem are unequaled. 

Entering the building we were 
immediately struck by the com- 
pletely unhospital-like atmosphere 
that prevailed. Instead of the usual 
scene in like institutions, of crisp 
white clad nurses bustling down 
the corridors with covered bed- 
pans, and the sombre smell of ether 
and formaldehyde, a sense of 
serenity and well being was felt. 

The wan faces in the children’s 
Ward, the pale brave countenance 
of the child exercising his paralys- 
ed limb on a stationary bicycle, the 
serious eyes above the white mask 
of the doctor, emerging from the 
operating room, all served to re- 
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ly a machine, but has its human 
qualities as well. 

An amusing sight was witnessed 
as an orderly, whistling blithely, 
suddenly hoisted himself upon the 
handles of the stretcher he was 
wheeling, and coasted down the 
sloping passage in a most unor- 
thodox manner, 

On the sixth floor is a library, 
equipped with books on every 
aspect of neurology. On the same 
floor are the research laboratories, 
where extensive work is in pro- 
gress on cancer, and cranial in- 
juries, 

The eighth floor is mainly a re- 
sidential one for the staff, contain- 
ing also the offices of the heads 
of the institute. The chief director 
is Dr, Penfield, widely known for 
his outstanding work in neuro- 
surgery. Head of the neurological 
department is Dr, McEachran, 
while Dr, Cone is the chief neuro- 
surgeon. 

Due to wartime conditions the in- 
stitute has become greatly over- 
crowded necessitating expansion. 
To satisfy this need, a new wing 
has been added to accommodate 
thirty-five military patients, 

Dedicated to the relief of puin, 
the Neurological Institute plays an 
increasingly important role in the 
advancement of modern medicine.

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Racialism Charges 
Denied by Varsity 


Faculties of Medicine, 
Dentistry, Pharmacy, 
Issue Statements

Toronto, November 28.—(CUP)— 
Denial of charges of discrimination 
against Jews in the University of 
Toronto’s faculties of Dentistry, 
Medicine and Pharmacy, were made 
by the Deans of the faculties ac- 
cused by Alistair Stewart, CCF, 
member of parliament for Winni- 
peg North. 

At a meeting in Woodsworth 
House, Toronto, recently, Mr. Stew- 
art charged that “wretched racial- 
ism” existed not only at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, but also at 
McGill University. Later, Mr. Stew- 
art presented a more fully docu- 
mented case supporting his accusa- 
tion, at a meeting sponsored by the 
Canadian Association for Labour 
Palestine. However, on this occa- 
sion, hespecifically exonerated the 
University of Toronto's Faculty of 
Arts and the School of Social Work 
from a “share in this odium.” 

“There is sufficient evidence from 
the faculties of dentistry, pharmacy 
and medicine to justify a public 
examination into these departments 
which are subsidized by the tax- 
payer's money,” he stated. In 1942, 
he said, 26 students out of a total 
of 80 who applied for admission 
into the dental faculty, were not 
accepted. Of these 26 students, 24 
were Jewish. 

In an interview with The Varsity, 
Dr. A. D. A. Mason, Dean of the 
Faculty of Dentistry, denied the 
charges, saying, ‘There is no dis- 
crimination in this faculty on re- 
iigious, racial, or on other grounds.” 

Dr. E. S, Ryerson, dean of the 
Faculty of Medicine, said that in 
recent years the faculty “has been 
taking in from 15 to 20 per cent. 
of that particular persuasion.” 





Statement of 
DVA Minister 


Interests Vets 


Order-in-Council 
Is Recommended 
By Committee 





A recent statement made by W. 
S. Woods, deputy minister of veter- 
ans’ affairs is currently being wide- 
ly discussed by veterans attending 
McGill. Another announcement of 
Breat interest to vets concerns the 
decision of the University Advisory 
Committee to recommend to the 
government passage of an order-in- 
council which will allow a veteran 
to fail in a supplemental examina- 
tion and still continue with his uni- 
versity course, . 

Commenting on the announce- 
ment of the raise of $35 in the maxi- 
mum monthly earnings, veterans 
interviewed last night agreed in 
most cases students haven't enough 
spare hours to work let alone earn 


.| the original maximum of $40 and 


hence whether a veteran could 
earn $75 or $125 a month for that 
matter seems pointless, 

One student veteran's opinion was 
that “the labor situation being as it 
is, unless you have a trade you can 
not expect to earn more than 60 
cents an hour as far as part time 
work is concerned. This was agreed 
upon by most of the veterans inter- 
viewed. 

As a side issue of the earning 
capacity of a veteran, the ques- 
tion as to whether or not the $60 
monthly allowance now granted to 
veterans -at university is adequate 
was raised, A large number of tx- 
servicemen spoken to agreed that 
this amount now being allotted to 
them by the government is insuf-

Floods Threaten 
Toronto, McGill 


Hart House Basement 
In Constant Danger 
As Water Seeps In 





Toronto, Nov. 28.—(CUP)—Mc- 
Gill and the University of Toronto 
have something in common in the 
presence of a constant menace of 
flood. At McGill, the source of 
danger is the much-talked-about 
reservoir behind the Arts Building 
which, it is reported, is threatening 
to send a torrent of water surging 
over the McGill Campus, 


The flood question at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto involves an 
elaborate pumping system which 
functions day in, day out, pouring 
water from the basement of Hart 
House into the city sewage system. 
Hart House is situated on the site 
of a pond, and although the pond 
has been drained the water has 
continued to seep through the 
foundations and, if permitted, could 
flood the lower floors, 


As soon as the water reaches a 
certain level in a concrete-lined 
reservoir the pump immediately 
throbs into action, and remains at 
work until the reservoir is emp- 
tied. If the mechanism should fail, 
the squash courts, refrigeration 
plants, an air-conditioning system 
and several other rooms would be 
flooded.

Former Economics Professor, 
Stephen Leacock, World Famous 





Beloved Author, Humorist, and Political Scientist 


Was Never Too Hurried or Busy to Help 
A Troubled Student Needing Advice

A political scientist, an economist, 
an historian, a scholar, a humorist, 


a writer, and above all a humani- 
tarlan—so has the late Dr. Stephen 
Leacock been described, 


The head of McGill's Department 
of Economy and Political Science 
for several years before his retire- 
ment and subsequent death in 1944, 
Dr. ‘Leacock has achieved world 
recognition for his many literary 
works, including “Literary Lapses" 
and ‘‘Nonsense Novels.” The pur- 
pose of this article is not however 
to tell about the historian and the 
writer in Leacock, but rather to 
give a picture of the pleasant, ever- 
smiling, delightful professor, be- 
loved by all who knew him. 


It is said that Leacock was not 
merely a legend on the campus, he 
was the campus. He was never too 
hurried, never too busy to give his 
time, his knowledge, and his at- 
tention to any student. His lec- 
tures were always crowded. 


A typical Leacock day while he 
was at McGill commenced at 5,00 
or 5.30 a.m., when he would begin 
to write, a piece of bread and some 
tea at his elbow. A walk at 7.00, 
breakfast, and then more work 
till noon completed his morning. 


His lectures usually were from 


12 to one and from 2 to 4, and in 
the late afternoon he would amble 
over to the Faculty Club for a few 
games of billiards, then home he 
would go to dinner and his library. 

An employee of the McGill Lib- 
rary a few years ago, in an intro- 
duction to a collection of Leacock's 
shorter works, gives this picture 
of him: “When three o’clock came 
around it was no unusual thing to 
see him, a host of books and pa- 
pers under his arm, make giant and 
hasty strides into the library to the 
delivery counter... 

“His fine, grave face, that boy’s 
mop of hair which always looked as 
if it had just been washed the 
night before, and simply refused to 
be brushed, the deep, vibrating 
tones of his voice and his peculiar 
stride, had always appealed strong. 
ly to me.” 

Greed he hated, and cruelty he 
despised. He feared power, for he 
said it might be misused. He was 
suspicious of the stronger and a 
supporter of the week. But he 
liked his fellow men, rich and poor 
alike. 

Dr. Leacock used to say, “If all 
men were decent and reasonable, 
there would be no need for all the 
trouble in the world.” He was 
describing himself.

some questioning. And one of the leading ques- 
tions is with regard to the calling in of an out- 
side architect. 

With the Prime Minister, we would like to 
see our capital city rebuilt in order that it may 
serve us a fine memorial to our servicemen, and 
also as a fitting political centre for our fast- 
growing nation, But we would also like to see 
it as a fitting tribute to Canadian architecture. 
Throughout Canada the field of arehitecture 
has been sadly negleeted, and the reason is not 
that we do not have the talented architects of 
other nations. 

Many a good architect has graduated from 
our schools of architecture, only to move to 
the United States, or to England, or to some 
other country that is more conscious of the 
beauty of its buildings and towns. Canadian 
architects have time and again come first in 
international competitions and — exhibitions. 
Why, then, do we have to invite a French archi- 
tect to plan the rebuilding of our capital city? 

A glance at this page, which has been dedi- 
cated to MeGill’s own School of Architecture, 
shows the wealth of original ideas and sound 
architectural planning that are to be found on 
our own doorstep. A mention of the names of 
outstanding architecture professors such 
Prof, Bland of MeGill, and Prof. Milton §. 
Osborne of Manitoba, brings recognition among

lcaders in the field in nations outside of 
Canada. 
Are we to forever remain a nation who 


shuns its own creative artists in all fields, or 
will we finally recognize these men at home, 
and give them the opportunities they so de- 


serve? Too long we have disregarded the artis- | 


tic wealth of our country, using the excuse that 


we are 50 young. We are not too young, we are | 


only immature; our maturity will come when 
we are strong enough and sufficiently self-con- 
fident to rise up with the rest of the world and 
say, “Here is our, art, and we know it is 
good!” 

Granted we will make errors, and that our 
thought will not be as the thought of other 
nations, granted that at first we will meet with 
little in the way of worldly praise, and that our 
art may not stand criticism against that of 
other nations who have already a wealth of 
artistic development behind them, still, we have 
something to offer, and the recognition Can- 
adians have received in the field of architurture 
is one of the first steps towards our evolution 
Into the world of art in general, 

We can start by giving our own Architecture 
School the recognition it deserves on our cam- 
pus.

Meet the School of Architecture 


JOHN BLAND 


Director of the School

It is an exceptional man who, after graduating 
from McGill, returns to become a member of the 
faculty, and is appointed head of the department 
he graduated from only eight years after receiving 
his degree. Prof. John Bland, Director of the School 
of Architecture, accomplished just this; he left Mc- 
Gill in 1933 with a B.Arch., joined the faculty as 
lecturer in architecture In 1939, became Executive 
Secretary to the School the following year, and was 
appointed Director on the retirement of Prof. Tur- 
ner in 1941. 

Vitally interested in getting the rest of the cam- 
pus to know the architects, Prof, Bland suid, “At 
one time the School was too isolated, and I have 
tried to bring the architects into contact with the 
rest of the campus. Some progress has been made 
in this respect, but it can still be greatly improved 
upon. This semester the first years of architecture 
and engineering hate been made common. During 


{the past three years many courses in the School 


have been given jointly with Civil Engineering, and 
the architects also have a course in town planning 
in conjuction with some sociology classes. Some 
students in the School have also been active in the 
designing of sets for diverse campus stage produc- 
tions.” 

He also spoke of the need of an exhibition in the

of the St. Lawrence, as well as being consultant in 
town planning for St. Johns, Newfoundland. ‘The 
D.I.L, town site at Chalk River, where research on 


[the atomic bomb was carried out, was designed by 


Prof. Bland. 


In his pleasant soft-spoken manner, Prof. Bland 
told of his activities in the United Kingdom, where 
he resided from 1933 until 1939. He was associated 
With Harold Spence-Sales, and together they prac- 
lised architecture and town planning. Among other 
things they designed a nursery school and a depart- 
ment store. 


They also entered architectural competitions: 
typical of which was the News Chronicle's School 


| Competition, and out of a large number of entries 


they were awarded several prizes. Their design of 
a tourist camp built of lumber gained them first 
prize in another contest. A plan for the reconstruc- 
lion of South London from Lambeth bridge to Lon- 
don bridge, which was called the South Bank 
Scheme, was also drawn up by these two young 
architects, 


Prof, Bland made a survey of the water situation 
in England, and it was published in 1939 by the 
“Country Life” Publishing House, under the title 
of “The English Water Problem.” Just to round out 
his activities in the Mother country, he was affiliated 
for a year with the London County Council as town 
planning assistant, 

In recognition of his work the Architectural As- 
sociation of London awarded him a diploma in town 
Planning, and he was made an Associate of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects. 

An intersting fact about the School is that it 
Will have its golden anniversary next year, since it 
was founded in 1896, when the first professor of 
architecture was appointed.

Action of Police 
Claim Use of Undue 


Force in Dispersal 


Of Student Picketers 


Toronto, Nov. 28.—(CUP)—Three 
university students have submit- 
ted a written complaint against the 
Toronto Police Department follow- 
ing the dispersal of a group of ap- 
proximately 30 undergraduates who 
picketed Icelandia, a north Toronto 
skating rink last Friday night. 

Mayor Saunders has announced 
that the charges—including an al- 
legation that, undue force was used 
in breaking up the demonstration 
—will be investigated. 


This was the second picketing 
episode at Icelandia against an al- 
leged instance of racial discrimina- 
tion involving the refusal of admis- 
sion to a 15 year old Negro boy. 

Police reserves were called out 
when a crowd of more than 100 
gathered to watch the demonstra- 
tion, The students who claim that 
the picketing was carried on “in an 
orderly and quict manner,” said any 
congestion in traffic was caused by 
the onlookers and not by the stu- 
dents, 

Several students were taken into 
custody by the police but were re- 
leased shortly after. No charges 
have been reported laid against 
any of the pickets. 

Picketing .was continued without 
incident Saturday afternoon and 
evening. Placards with the slo- 
gans: “Racial Discrimination Must 
Go,” “Is This Canada Or the South- 
ern States?” were carried by the 
protesting students. 
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for Architects.” “There is a tend- 
ency,” remarked the Director, “for 
more social value being put on mat- 
ters. In architecture, particularly, 
we are not only interested in how 
fine a building is from the abstract 
point of view, but also in what type 
of house people want, and in what 
they need, and in what will satisfy 
their needs.” 

In a tour of the School, one sees 
many interesting and well-executed 
sketches of still life, nature, and 
people. Also particularly noticeable 
at present are both one model and 
design of a milk bar in a park, and 
one design of a house for an archi- 
tect. There are many static and 
mobile models done by the students, 
and odd color designs and arrange- 
ments, which are not representa- 
tive, but simply “are what they 
are.” In the dark room, the students 
mount models . which they ‘have 
built, and subject them to different 
beams of light. This gives them ex- 
perience in making designs with 
planes and surfaces, 

These designs, models and exper- 
iments develop the student's imag- 
ination for future large scale plan- 
ning, One such plan, the commu- 
nity site of St. Laurent, was on 
display. Also many of the students 
were designing different types of 
pre-fabricated houses, the details of 
which are very absorbing. 

The students in Architecture have 
the advantage over other campus 
groups in that there are fewer of 
them: thus they know each other, 
and there is an abundance of “fac- 
ulty spirit.’ One finds students 
from all parts of the world, and 
among the members of this cos- 
mopolitan crowd is an easy air of 
cameradie. One is immediately at 
ease in this friendly, good humour- 
ed atmosphere, The students seem 
to enjoy explaining even the most 
elementary design to the observer, 
and’ will take time to discuss the 
projects they are working on, or 
anything else of interest. 

There is a saying that “engineers 
can have their beers, but architects 
have tea.” Every afternoon, in the 
common room, tea is served to the 
students, who relax for a while be- 
tween long hours of draughting. 
Visitors are graciously included in 
the repast and are served by the 
architects, who, while washing 
cups, brewing tea, and passing 
cake, state that “we get an all- 
around education in this place.”

dents’ Society and the Senate be- 
fore becoming effective. A special 
meceting of the Council will take 
place on Saturday, at which time 
amendments for the constitution, 
which members have found to be 
out of date, will be discussed and 
ratified, 
JAPANESE-CANADIANS 

Following reading of a letter 
from the secretary of one of the 
political leaders originally ap- 
proached by the Council for infor- 
mation concerning the governments’ 
decision to deport 10,000 Japanese 
Canadians, a discussion ensued dur- 
ing which the matter was viewed 
by members from the point of view 
of the Council’s ability to deal with 
political matters. It was pointed 
out by some members, that if the 
Council was to start dealing with 
all the current political problems of 
Canada, Univérsity business would 
necessarily be neglected. 

Other members stated that this 
question was more weighty than 
any purely political question and 
that some definite action on the 
part of the Council was not only 
in order, but had been promised to 
the student body, and that, since in- 
formation received from Ottawa 
had proved slow in arriving, a com- 
mittee should be appointed by the 
Council to investigate the matter 
more deeply and report to the 
Council’s next regular meeting. 
After further discussion Mel Shiff- 
man (Engineering) and Charles 
Wassermann (Daily) were appoint- 
ed as a committee-of-two with the 
task of Investigating the above 
question, 

ENGINEERS 

The Chairman read a letter from 
the Principal and the Registrar an- 
nouncing that the Senate of the 
University had approved the re- 
commendation of the Students’ 
Council advocating that the stu- 
dents of the Faculty of Engineering 
who entered RVC and Strathcona 
Hall following a recent class ban- 
quet be placed on probation, bar- 
ring them from University social 
and athletics functions for the re- 
mainder of this term. A list of stu- 
dents responsible for this action 
had previously been submitted to 
the Senate, 

OTHER ITEMS 

Among other items dealt with at 
last night's Council meeting, the 
constitutions of two of McGill's 
political clubs were referred to the 
constitutional committee for ap- 
proval pending the receipt of the 
constitutions of the two other 
party-clubs, | 

Richard J. Balfour and Merelie 
Cayford were appointed as a com- 
mittee of two to plan the forth- 
coming extension of the McGill War 
Memorial Drive sponsored by the 
Graduates’ Society. The drive is 
being extended to contact those stu- 
dents who pledged to contribute to 
the Memorial ‘but have not yet 
made their payments, and also to 
the contact those students who were 
not at McGill when the drive was 
conducted last year. ets 

The drive is also being taken up 
again, the Council learned, in order 
to allow the realization of a plan 
to build an annex to the gymnasi- 
um and a hockey rink-auditorium 
as well as a swemming pool. 

Robert Dunton of the Dawson 
College Undergraduate Society re- 
ported to the Council on conditions 
at Dawson. 

Plans were approved for an ex- 
tension of the activities of the 
Forge, McGill's Literary Magazine, 
and recommendations were made to 
that magazine’s Editorial Board 
proposing that more copies be 
printed this year in order to give 
more students an opportunity to 
acquire The Forge, 

A communication from the Prin- 
cipal was also heard, which an- 
nounced that a list of textbooks 
required at McGill will be made 
available to local booksellers in 
the tuture, so that students will 
{ind it easier to obtain these books. 
Deans of various Facultics are be- 
ing contacted, it was learnt, so that 
these lists can be drawn up. 

This action was taken following 
representations of the Council to 
University authorities pointing out 
the difficulties students have in 
buying the necessary books for 
their courses.

“While this is a forward step, it 
still does not solve the problem of 
the inadequacy of the existing 
maintenance grants, The veteran 
undergoing rehabilitation through a 
college education, in my opinion, 
can afford neither the time or the 
energy to do the work necessary 
to earn this money.” 


“It certainly is an important step 
and an improvement, but it still 
doesn't do any good," stated James 
Poapst, Comm. I. “This announce- 
ment won't produce much of an 
effect in most cases. If more pro- 
vision was made for cheaper hous- 
ing accommodation, or the original 
$60 was raised, conditions would be 
eased.” 

Other students wholeheartedly 
agreed. that the $60 was a bare 
minimum to cover the cost of living 
and if they didn't receive aid from 
home or draw on their savings or 
gratuities they just wouldn't have 
any allowance. 

The general viewpoint of the
